TEXT OF OPINION 


The language of the City Char- 
ter -governing the issuing of bonds 
provides that except for refund- 
ing bondi and bonds issued for 
the improvement of public ulili- 
ties otvued by the city, that the 
Council shall not have pouer to 
create any debt or issue bonds 
"until the question of contracting 
such indebtedness or issuing such 
bonds, or other evidences of debt, 
shall have been first submitted to 
a rote of the qualified voters of 
the city, and shall be approved 
by two-thirds of s-uch voters, vot- 
ing at such election, uhich two- 
thirds shall include a majority of 
the 
qualified 
registered 
voters 


OMiiinjr real estate in said city." 
It is conceded that both the 
proposed issue - of school bonds. 
and the bonds for the construc- 
tion of sewers were approved by 
two-thirds of the voters of the 
city who voted at the election. 
It is also true that this approv- 
ing vote of two-thirds of the 
voters, who actually voted, in- 
cluded a majority of the qualified 
registered -xoters owning real es- 
tate in said city who participated 
hi the election. 


The question is. whether or not 
these bond issues carried, or 
whether the language of the 
charter requires that the two- 
thirds favorable vote should in- 
clude a majority of the qualified 
registered

city, botli voting and non-voting. 


The accepted rule of construc- 
tion as recognized by our o»vn 
court of appeals in the recent 
case of 
Harrison vs. Barksdale, 127 
Va. 180, is that: 


'•Unless a contrary intention 
is clearly expressed in the consti- 
tution or statute in question, the 
actual meaning oC such phrases 
as ('a majority of the voters, or 
a majority of the legal voters") 
or (-a majority of the qualified 
voters') or ('a majority of Die 
number of registered -voters') or 
(•a majority of the qualified e^cc- 
tors in the s-chool district that 
_paid tax on reaL or personal 
property') refers to those ot the 
class mentioned actually voting 
at the election at which the pro- . 
position to be determined is vot- 
ed on. and is sufficient to satis- 
fy the requirement as, to the vote 
contained in such phrases. 
luug also a well settled priii- 
ciptgpFtliat in elections where 
there is an indefinite number of 
votes, (which means where be- 
fore the election there has been 
no determination under au'hor- 
ity of law- of -the exact number of 
persons who are entitled to ioic). 
the general rnle, where not oth- 
erwise provided, is that those ab- 
senting themselves, and those 
who. being present, abstain from 
Toting, are considered 
as ac- 
quiescing in the result declared 
by the majority of those actually 
voting, though in point of fact 
only a minority of those entitled 
to vote really do vote, and the 
majority of those voting consti- 
tutes merely a majority of the 
minority. This principle is inher- 
ent 
in representative 
govern- 
ment, and is necessary to tbe 
practical working of the elective 
sj stem. 


Another principle of construc- 
tion is thus stated: 


"Courts are. and of right oueht 
to be, reluctant to defeat the fair 
expression of the popular will 
manifested by the totcrs at an 
election, the express and only ob- 
ject of which is to ascertain the 
popular will, and such expression 
will be upheld and made cffcclhe 
unless the law which defeats it 
it so plain and unequivocal t!iat 
it is susceptible of but one con- 
struction. in which case the court 
is powerless to do otherwise ilian 
give legal effect to its provisions." 
While the language of the 
charter in question is somewhat 
confusing, the court would tii- 
deavor to ascertain, not the ab- 
stract natural meaning of the 
phrase, but the actual statutory 
meaning with which sucli phrase 
is used in tbe charter, and there- 
fore it seems reasonably clear. 
from t*»e authorities, that our 
court. If tbe matter is-, presented. 
would bold that inasmuch as 
two-thirds of the voters volinc at 
the election approved both issues 
of bonds, and that this approv- 
ing vote includes » majority of 
the qualified registered freehold- 
er!! who participated in tlic elec- 
tion. that both bond issues car- 
ried.

D. F. Andricevic" of the Adriatic Bank 
Ltd., revenues from the tobacco in- 
dustrv provide the Jugoslav Govern- 
ment'with more than double the tota 
interest obligations of all its loans, in 
eluding private loans by American 
bankers and the war-time debt "to the 
United States of approximately $60.- 
000,000. The 
Jugoslav 
Governmen" 


holds a monopoly over the tobacco in 
dustry and the proceeds from it are 
more than $10,000,000 annually. Ad- 
ditional receipts 
from Government 


monopolies of matches, salt, kerosene 
and cigarette papers, based on the 
1922 figures, provide a substantial 
amount which .could be applied to- 
ward principal requirements. In ad- 
dition the Government has revenue 
from its railroads which exceeds by 
28 per cent, its tobacco receipts. _ 
The announcement that the Jugo- 
slav Government was now ready'-to 
take up the matter of debt funding 
has aroused much interest m-wall 
Street.

Trotzky Assails 
England; Touches 
On Russian Policy 


(By Tl.« AitocUted Presi) 


MOSCOW, Juno 19—An attack on 


England, hints .of a 
Russo-French 


rapproacheraent and a. plea for "more 
metal in our 
national 
character" 


marked an address by Leon Trotzky, 
Soviet War Minister, today before the 
All-Russian Congress of Metal Work- 
ers."If an ultimatum is presented to 
us "he exclaimed, referring to *the 
recent British notes "let us create a 
detachmen of airplanes. If a coup 
D.etat occurrs in Bulgaria, let us 
build another detachmen of airplanes, 
and If there is a coup d'etat in Perlsa, 
build more planes. 
"The .iron in our will must be trans- 


ferred to the iron wings of airplanes: 
then we can say,-looking high-above 
at our squadrons, "this is the coup 
d'etat in Persia—and so on. 
If 
we 
transform the criminalities., of the 
bourgeoisie into ariplanes, thc-n per- 
haps we shall be able sometime to 
bring an end to their criminalities." 


Trptzky said England 
and 
Italy 
had. according to information 
at 


hand assisted in the coup d'etat in 
Bulgaria, and the British had aided 
in the nationalist overthrow in Persia. 
Declaring that Russian losses in the 
world 
war 
were . overwhelmingly 


greater than Britain's Trotzfcy added: 
"It was for this purpose, .'perhaps, 
that Lord Curzon felt strong enough 
to deliver us his~ten day ultimatum. 
This account some day we shall pre- 
sent to the English bourgeoisie. 
"England remains true to her tradi- 


tional policy. In the international war 
her role was also dictated by 
her 


international policy. In reality her's 
was a provocative role. When the 
English proletariat opens the safes 
of the English diplomacy, the records 
will, if they are not already destroy- 
ed, show the real role -of England in 
the world war. 
"It is the same in regar dto the 


Ruhr—if England had not wished 
France to do so, there would have 
been no Ruhr occupation. To bring 
two peoples in the struggle while 
they rest aside themselves, in order 
to be able to appropriate the results, 
is the traditional policy of the Eng- 
lish bourgeoisie." 
Russia, by yielding, saved herself 


from falling into Lord Curzon's trap, 
Trotzky said, finally forcing the idea 
into the souls of the British bour- 
geoisie that Russia wanted peace. 
"We have seen the English souls',' 


he said. "They are good thick, heavy 
leather souls. From such leather are 
built the skulls of the English Phili- 
stines, which one has to beat with 
a hammer for a ling time."' 
"Russia," he asserted, had again 


entered an alarming period in which 
threatened many complications simi- 
lar to the British ultimatum and 
perhaps more serious- 
In regard to rapproachement with 
France the war minister said some 
of themembers of the French left and 


thought that, M France w«« thrwtM.

—"The decline In the tuberculosis 
death rate of the last two decades 
from over 200 per 100,000 population 
to less than 100 in the registration 
area of the United States, is in large 
measure to be credited to the organiz- 
ed 
campaign 
against tuberculosis 


which has been carried on by the of- 
ficial and non-offcial agencies during 
this period." said Dr. Louis I. Dublin 
of Xew York before the National Tu- 
berculosis Association herp at today's 
meeting. Dr. Dublin is .statistician of 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Com- 
pany. 


A careful study of the statistics 


gathered from all 01* r the world bj 
Dr Dublin gave a direct answer to 
those nho from time to time have 
questioned the value of the anti-tu- 
berculosis campaign, aid haie looked 
upon the working of natural selection 
and other influences, not under hu- 
man control, as probably the most 
sign'ficant factors in the fall of the 
deatn, rate. 
Dr. Dubim maintained 


that the larger part in the decline of 
the tubeicujosis death rate was due 
directly to factors under man's con- 
trol, and that with the development 
of these ^factors through the anti-tu- 
berculosis and other social agencies, 
the amount of control o\er tubercu- 
losis will be greatly increased and the 
death rate will be subsequently Very 
much lower. 


"Not all, but a. large part of the 


credit for the declining tuberculos.s 
death rate can be assigned to the anti- 
tuberculosis movement," 
said 
Dr 


Dubiin "No one knows all the facts 
on the causes of the reduced preval- 
ence of the disease. It.would be un- 
reasonable to deny that there are per- 
sons so constituted that even under 
faxoraole living and hjgienlc condi- 
tions they may become seriously sick 
with tuberculosis and would not. re- 
spond to any treatment now' known 
to the medical profession, but such a 
group composes probably a very small 
part of the whole pojlation 
"What 


the anti-tuberculosis moi ement is at- 
tempting to do is to modify the living 
and work habits of the great mass of 
persons of average endowment by in- 
heritance; persons who unknowti^'y 
or otherwise misuse their bodily econ- 
omy, and thus needless1!' 
terminate

It isn't the big statue in the harbor 
that la the Goddess of Liberty to 
these children, but a woman who 
works among them on Ellis Island. 
She Is Mrs. Jean Pratt -who, ever 
since the close of- the war reopened 
the tides of immigration, has been 
fitting1 young foreigners to be good 
Americans- As many as 140 children 
representing eight nationalities have 
.been under her care at once. 
In the Ellis Island kindergarten,

moved. A certain 
amount of time 
and labor also ivas eliminated by the 
more simplified way of feeding and 
watering. 
The consumer, the Institute says, 


benefits materially with better pork 
products through the more general 
use of sanitary concrete wallows or 
baths and automatic hog-oilers when 
tend to decrease hog disease former- 
ly contracted in the traditional mud- 
wallows. In fact the hogs 
readily 


take to the "concrete baths" in pre- 
ference to the old mud puddles. .„'• 
Another item which makes for; a 
healthier and mooe profitable pig,

Within an instant a motley crew be-
